HOTELS AND RESTAURANTS (DUBLIN) BILL.

New Clause (“Divisional justices may grant orders exempting from provisions 
relating to closing during certain Lours”) brought up and read the first time as 
follows : — 

“ If the holder of a licence for any hotel or restaurant within the police 
district of Dublin metropolis applies to a divisional justice for that 
district for an order exempting him on any special occasion from the 
provisions of the Licensing Acts relating to the closing of premises, and, 
5 if he has given notice in writing at least twenty-four hours before the 
date of the application to the superintendent of the. metropolitan police 
for the division in which the applicant’s premises are situated of his 
intention to make such an application, it shall be lawful for the 
divisional justice, if ' be in his 'discretion thinks fit so to do,_to grant the 
10 applicant such an order, upon such conditions as he thinks proper, 
exempting him during the hours and on the special occasion to be 
specified in tbe order, and the holder of any such licence to whom an order 
has been granted under this Act shall not, if and so long as he complies 
with the conditions upon which the order has been granted, be subject 
1 5 to any penalty for the contravention of the pro-visions of the Licensing 
Acts relating to the closing of premises during the time to which the 
order extends, but he shall not be exempted by any such order from 
any penalty to which he may be subject by any other provisions of these 
Acts or by any other Act "

« (5) For tlie purpose of tliis Act an hotel shall mean any licensed premises which 
are Structurally adapted to be ixsed and are bona fide used for the purpose of the 
reception of guests and travellers desirous to sleep on the premises, and a restaurant 
shall mean any licensed premises which are structurally adapted for and bona fide 
used as a restaurant ”

New Clause, as amended, added to the Bill. 

Another New Clause (“ Notice to police authority ”) brought up and read the first

“ An order shall not be granted under this Act unless the applicant has, not less 
than twenty-four hours before making the application, served upon the superintendent 
of police for the division in which the hotel or restaurant is situated a notice of 
his intention to apply for the order, setting out his name and address, and the place, 
occasion, and time for which the order is sought.”
